It was a 
great adventure. 


"For a while I seined shoes and 


made $2 a day. Then I went into 
a foundry as a molder's helper for 
$3 a week, and finally earned $« 
or $7 a week. Of course living was 
cheaper in those days, and I could 
get board 
and room for 
$8 a 


month. 


"In seven years I saved $400— 


and lost it in a bank crash. But I 
had faith. I said 'here a man can 
rise. He has pportunities'. So I ear- 
ned on, and when I was 21 I be- 
came naturalized. America was my 
country. 


"Among the various jobs I had 


was that of elevator man at the 
old hotel Manhattan. 
There i 


formed a speaking acquaintance 
with many 
famous men—Theo- 


dore Roosevelt. William Howard 
Taft, William McKinley. John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr. Thats the sort of 
thing that can happen in America. 


Visited In Italy 


"Well, things moved along all 


right with me. I got married and 
there were five children. We re- 
turned to Italy i"or a bit to be with 
my people, and there I experienced 
the evils of the Mussolini dictator- 
ship. We were glad to get back to 
free America. In 1929 I established 
these two shoe-shining shops—and 
we have done all right. 


"If immigrants toiu their chil- 


dren of their experiences and what 
America offers, there wouldn't be 
so many subversive elements at 
work. Here we have freedom and 
opportunity. Freedom is the ability 
to develop as one wants. There is 
no regimentation.

New Wage-Hour Laic About 
As Clear as Muddy Water 


By JAMES MARLOW 
| 


Washington, Oct. 27— (AP) — 


You're an employer. There's a new 
minimum 
wage-hour 
la\v. You 


want to know right now precisely 
what each item in it means and 
how it affects you your business, 
jour employes. 


At this moment no one can give 


an answer saying what the law 
means in every possible case. Gen- 
erally, this much is true: 


Most employes, employers and 


businesses covered by the old law, 
which was passed in 1938, are cov- 
ered by the new law. But the new 
law has removed some people from 
coverage an has made some other 
changes as well. 


One Big Change 


The oustanding change: every 


employe covered by the law now 
must be paid a minimum of 75 
cents an hour. Under the old law 
the minimum was 40 cents. 


But there were other changes, 


some of them stated in such clear 
language by congress that no one 
can misunderstand them. For ex- 
ample: 


A public telephone exchange, 


and its operators, are exempt from 
the minimum wage and overtime 
provisions of the law if—that ex- 
change serves less than 750 sta- 
tions. 


A number of other businesses 


and their employes are also ex- 
empted, clearly, under the new 
law. 


It's Quite Unclear 


But the laws effect on other 


businesses and their employes is 
far less clear. It's so unclear, in 
fact, that it probably will take 
years before court decisions say 
precisely what the effect is in dif- 
ferent cases. 


That's why—because of lack of 


clarity in the law—the wage-hour 
administration experts, who inter- 
pret the law and lay down the 
rules, can't at this time give opin- 


ions covering every possible case. 


So, if you have any doubts as to 


ho\v this new law affects you, your 
business or your workers, do one 
of two things: 


1 
Ask the wage-hour adminis- 


tration for a ruling in your case. 


2. Ask jour lawyer. 
If you do no. 1 and don't like 


the decision the wage-hour admin- 
istration gives you and then decide 
to ignore it \oud better be ready 
for a couit fight. It's the job of 
the wage-hour administration to 
see that the law and its interpre- 
tation of the lau are lived up to. 


Because no one at this time can 


gne an explanation that will fit 
all possible cases, it's clear the 
final answers won't be in for 


But this is only general. The law 
makes some exceptions. 


And in some cases it's the work 


done by the individual employe— 
in a business covered by the law— 
which tells whether that employe 
is really covered by the law. For 
example: 


Under the old law an employe 


was covered if he was considered 
necessary for production of goods 
in a firm engaged m interstate 
commerce. 


Say, for example, 
that John 


Jones was a windowwasher in 
such a firm. If the wage-hour ad- 
ministration 
ruled 
that 
Jones' 


window-washing was a. "neces- 
sary" part of the firm's business, 
then he was covered under the old 
law.

Chicago, Oct. 27—(AP)—B«ef 


on the hoof is selling- today at 
near record prices in the Union 
stockyards. 


But don't let that worry you. 


You aren't going to find that beef 
in your butcher shop with a near- 
record price tag. In fact, you 
•ren't going to find it there. 


The top 1949 price for cattle, 


paid yesterday, was $41.50 a hun- 
dred pounds for prime steers. That 
will cut out to prime meat. It's 
th« kind of meat which is sold 
directly to "name" restaurants, 
clubs and hotels. It doesn't get 
into the butcher shop. 


"People who will buy those 


steaks won't care much whether 
the price is 53.00 or $5.00," one 
iivestick commission man said. 
"There's always a steady demand 
for beef from those restaurants, 
•regardless of price." 


Percy Clark, a cattle feeder of 


Ogden, la., sent in the top price 
load, which consisted of 17 head 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers. Clark 
13 often represented at the Inter- 
national Livestock show, and lo- 
cal traders thought these steers 
had been culled out from loads ne 
planned to send to the show. 


Buyer of the top load was Wil- 


son & Company, meat packers. 
The head of the beef department 
said last night that the meat from 
the load had not as yet been sold. 


Not Regular Beef

In the past two weeks prices 


*or prime cattle have skyrocketed. 
The price is now only 10 cents a 
hundred pounds under the all-time 
peak made in September of last 
year.

Garbage Disposal Problem Still With Us 


At Tuesday's election the voting citizens of Dixon de- 


cisively and for the second time turned down a proposal to 
install" an incinerator for the disposal of garbage, and so the 
city administration is still faced with the serious problem of 
what to do with the garbage. 


Land-fill and incineration were the only two methods of 


disposal given consideration in the voluminous arguments 
voiced before election. Incineration was definitely rejected 
but it may be that a method simpler and less expensive than 
land-fill can still be found. It may also be that the time will 
come when the voters will decide that after all. incineration 
is the proper solution. 


The Telegraph originally thought that incineration was 


the most modern and the most sanitary manner of refuse 
disposal but the majority of the voters either preferred the 
land-fill plan or voted against the incinerator bond issue for 
some other reason. 


It looks now as though the garbage disposal problem 


might be with us for quite some time, and in order to get 
eventually to the right solution The Telegraph suggests that 
it might be well for the city commission to appoint a com- 
mittee of Dixon citizens, people who are thoroughly qualified 
to judge the problem from its health, legal and financial 
aspects, to make a continuous study of this subject until a 
satisfactory answer can be reached. 


This committee should be given financial backing in the 


way of a moderate appropriate available from city funds to 
enable it to employ some competent technical advice if needed 
and to defray expenses of investigations it might want to 
make of installations in other cities. 


Every forward looking city must meet its obligations 


along various lines and we do not believe that the tax-payers 
of Dixon will refuse to carry the burden of a good garbage 
disposal system. We think that perhaps they need to be con- 
vinced of the necessity of meeting the problem and to be 
given confidence in the proper management and operation 
of the system. An unbiased committee composed of citizens 
equipped to give expert and intelligent advice, should pro- 
vide such confidence.

John S. McCain, Jr., who 
has charge of submarine guided 
missile development. He added: 


"The 
submarine, with guided 


missiles, has become a siege bom- 
bardment weapon and can be used 
to deliver atom bombs. The whole 
idea of using submarines to launch 
guided missiles is a long step to- 
ward push-button warfare." 


The navy said submarines proved 


in the Hawaiian war games con- 
cluded yesterday that they can 
carry huge high-speed, long-range 
guided missiles across oceans in 
normal undersea operations.
